Perhaps the best sum-up of the 
legislation is that medicare is in 
principle a worthy concept and prob- 
ably an inevitable one in view of 
the trend of our welfare era, but 
that two factors place the present 
program in question: its immediacy 
and its cost. ° 

Most of the provinces are either 
not yet ready to undertake so broad 
a plan, or—like Ontario—they al- 
ready have medical insurance pro- 
visions considered adequate for the 
present. British Columbia, with 
both private and government med- 
ical insurance plans already in suc- 
cessful operation, sees the federal 
offer as an opportunity to share 
expenses, and hence will accept. 
Saskatchewan is in much the same 
position, and is likewise a probable 
participant. This is quite under- 
standable, for the federal legislation 
does not force the provinces to enter 
the plan, it merely makes the plan 
available to them on their own re-_ 
quest. 

The catch comes in financing, 
for Ottawa’s 50-per-cent contribu-

EN. Robert Kennedy to the contrary, 
it is becoming cleafer and clearer 


“that the Viet Cong .attack on the cities 


and towns of South Vietnam resulted in a 
serious and_ poten- 
tially ‘shattering de- 
feat. _is true, at 
any rate, if a 
“defeat” “can be de- 
fined as a hideously 
costly action which 
altogether fails to 
produce the designed 
result. The cost 16 
the Viet Cong, to 
begin with, is rising 
toward a dreadful 
total of nearty 30,000 men, quite largely 
drawn from the VC's least easily 
replaceable assets—their true-guerrilla 
local forces, their sapper units and their 
underground operatives, 

As to this effort’s costliness.to the Viet 
Cong, there can be no reasonable doubt. 
There has been quite reasonable doubt, 
however, about the effort’s designed 
result. Was it really. to touch off a 
“general uprising’? Or was it merely to 
wreak maximum destruction and to sow 
doubt and dismay in America and in 
South Vietnam? 


Arguable Questions. 


These have been the arguable ques- 
tions. They have now been answered, 
however, again beyond reasonable doubt, 
by the first interrogations of the 
thousands of VC prisoners of war picked 
up in the towns and cities of South 
Vietnam. The designed result of the 
assault was, in fact, to provoke a 
“general uprising,” which most con- 
spicuously failed to occur. 

The tactical situation naturally has 
been given priority by the interrogators. 
Hence, the political interrogations are as 
yet very. incomplete; but it already 
appears that, in most cases, members of 
the VC- provincial party committees. went 
into the towns and cities with the troops. 
It appears that in many cases the object 
was clearly to set up military govern- 
ments and to proclaim the new 
“‘Coalition’”” the VC documents have been 
talking about for months. 


Leading Figure Killed 


In'Saigon a full member of the VC's 
highest political body, . 
Committee of the National Liberation 
Front, was killed in action. In Nha 
Trang, a member of the Provincial 
Party Committee was taken prisoner. 
His mission had been to issue the call for 
the “general uprising’ over the govern- 
ment radio station, which was never 
taken. Other cases might. be cited. . 

It is well established, at any rate, 
that the ‘general uprising” was intended 
and expected. It did not materialize for 
two reasons. Barring a few students in 


_Hue..and the-inmates’ of the Hue jail, the 


the Central _ 


“popular masses” held strictly aloof 
from “the surging struggle.” And 
contrary to reports, the vast majority of 
South Vietnamese army units, though 
taken by surprise with many men on 
leave, acquitted themselves with true 
courage and: distinction. 

Without these two factors, the cour- 
age of the American troops would have 
gone for nothing. With these factors, plus 
the courage of the Americans, the enemy 
suffered a severe defeat by any standard 


‘of judgement—a defeat for which all the 


destruction and disruption were, and are, 
wholly inadequate rewards for the VC. 

For that very reason, as these words 
are written, there are indications that 
the enemy may return to the attack on 
certain cities and towns. The objective, 
quite certainly, will be to gain control in 
at least a few places. The result cannot 
be prejudged, but this time there will be 
no surprise. 


Saigon Role Crucial 


Furthermore, the Saigon govern- 
ment’s handling of all the problems of 
destruction and disruption is now cru- 
cially important. The word from the 
Americans\on the spot is ‘'so far, so 
good.”’ But again, the final results canndét 
be prejudged. Finally, it is impossible to 
overestimate the..stakes in the game in 


the battle at Khe Sanh; and that is just 
beginning. 

But the fact remains that what has 
happened in Vietman cannot be ration- 
ally interpreted‘as Sen. Kennedy inter- 
preted it in Chicago. If the Hanoi war- 
planners felt able to sustain the kind of 


unending war that Kennedy talked about, - 


they would not have gone for broke 
against the towns and cities, and they 
would not now be going for broke at Khe 
Sanh, They are, in truth, going for broke 
because they know they cannot sustain 
an unending war. . 


Vested Interest in Defeat 


The trutn is that with all his 
intelligence and patroitism, Kennedy has 
not been wise enough to turn a deaf ear 
to the defeat-at-any-price people. These 
are the academics and _ journalists, 
political amateurs and such-like who 
have acquired an important vested 
interest in American defeat in Vietnam, 
simply because American success there 
will make them all look such unparal- 
leled fools. 


With the enemy going for broke in 
Vietnam, none can predict just what lies 
ahead there. But it is easy to predict 
that Kennedy will not advance his career 
by listening exclusively to the defeat-at- 
any-price people.

Low cost Saskatchewan potash was 
beginning to- push-into-the- international 
markets of the cartel. So the cartel cut 
the price by 25 per cent and now the big 
American companies in and. out of 
Saskatchewan are in trouble. 

There is only one place in which 
Saskatchewan’s future surplus production 
can be marketed—in the Asiatic and 
Communist bloc countries. But the 
American companies who own about $500 
million of the’ $650 million Saskatchewan 
industry, cannot trade with Communist 
countries. 


Up to Cartel 
So, facea with the possibility of 


capacity. It is even more unlikely that it 
would give up half the market it has 
already developed in the United States 
to-Johnny-come-lately competing mines. 


The final obstacle to a potash pro-rata. 
plan of course is economics. Even very 
small cutbacks below the designed 
capacity of the mines can throw them 
from black to red.

If the ~ American 
companies try to save their Saskatche- 
wan investments by making deals with 
China and Russia, they will face criminal 
prosecution. But if they become involved 
in production restraining cartel in 
Saskatchewan, the .anti-trusters will be 
after them. : 
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cutting back production to equate to 
market demand and get the price back 
up, Mr. Thatcher has been toying with 
the Socialist idea of a government- 
managed production pro-rata system.. 
The trouble is that it can only work if 
the international cartel calls off its price 
war and lets the price of potash rise 
again: Then it might be possible to ration 
the market among the producers. But if 
production is cut too sharply some will 
be forced out ‘of business as soon as they 
get into it.

Bridge by a new bridge, came 
before the Court of Common 
Council recently. 

The estimated cost of the 
new bridge, $2.1 million, will 
be met out of the revenues of 
the Bridge House Estates, 
which have been administered 
yy the Corporation of London 
for 691 years. Thus no cost 
will. fall upon ratepayer or 
*axpayer. 

The new bridge will be, in 
every sense of the expression, 


a ‘free way’’ on which all 
may pass on their lawful 
occasions. It is the same with 
Tower Bridge — that astonish- 
ing piece of gothic-meccano 
built for something over $5 
million and opened in 1894 — 
with Southwark Bridge and 
with Blackfriars Bridge. 
These are the four “city 
bridges” and they are main- 
tained by the revenues of the 
Bridge House Estates. 

How did this famous trust 
estate, which has conferred so 
many.boons upon géneration 
after generation for nearly a 
thousand years, begin? 

There is no clear answer. If 
nobody knows when the trus- 
tees of the estate, the Corpor- 
ation of London, began (and 
nobody does, for the Corpor- 
etion of London is a corpor- 
ation by prescription, and the 
law, accordingly, is not pre- 
pared to admit that there 
ever was a time when there

Preceded Modern Town Planning 


The comptroller and city 
solicitor, as conveyancing 
officer to the corporation, has 
in his custody deeds of 
conveyance dated as early as 
1282. containing words of the 
kind here quoted and also 
leases of Bridge House lands 
granted by the corporation 
prior to that date. 


For centuries the corpora- 
tion has never sold Bridge 
House lands except. under the 
law of compulsory purchase 
eminent domain but has man- 
aged and operated the estate 
‘by the granting of leases. 
(Modern town planning has 
recently caught up with this 
idea). 

The lands of the Bridge 
House Trust are scattered 
throughout the City of London, 
Greater London and parts of 
Surrey, Kent and Essex. The 
revenues of the trust are 
derived—mainly from ground 
rentr and long-term leases but 
there are many weekly and 
monthly tenancies. 

Whenever the Bridge House 
Trust’ may be said to have 
begun, there can: be no doubt 
that the building of the first 
stone bridge across the river 
in 1176 gave a terrific impetus 
to the whole concept of this 
trust. For this we have to 
thank Peter de Colechurch, 
whose name is indissolubly 
associated with London 
Bridge. : 


Peter was chaplain of the 
eburch of St. Mary Cole- 
church, which was destroyed 
in the great fire of London in 
1666. This was the church in 
which St. Thomas ‘a Becket’ 
was: christened. : 

Peter was a great bridge- 
builder but until 1176 he had 
built only in wood, usually 
elm. Indeed, he built a London 
Bridge of elm in 1136 but 
decided 40 years later, that 
the time had come to build in 
stone and thereby settle the 
tiresome propensity of each 
succesive London Bridge built 
of wood to go up in flames. 


Peter was at work on his 
stone London Bridge for 30 
years until his death in 1205, 
shortly before the completion 
of his masterpiece in 1210. He 
was buried on the bridge itself 
in the chapel which he had 
built in midstream dedicated 
to the memory of St., Thomas 
‘a Becket’. 


Peter’s “Old London 
Bridge,” as it is called today, 
endured, with or without its 
agglomeration of wooden 
houses, for over six centuries 
(during five of which it was 
the only bridge within the 


metropolis) until it was re-° 


placed in 1831 by the present 
London 


perceptibly. When Peter’s 
bridge was demolished, his 


_ bones were found beneath the 


masonry of the chapel. 


‘Stupendous Piece of Engineering’ 


The building of the first 
stone bridge-was a stupendous 
piece of ‘engineering and at- 
tracted a good deal of atten- 
tion both at home and abroad. 
It also occasioned many 
generous contributions to the 
Bridge House Trust. 


Indeed, it has been sug- 
gested that Peter, who had to 
get his bridge building money 
from somewhere, knew exact- 
ly what he was doing when he 
designed the chapel to the 


memory of St. Thomas ‘a 


Becket’, murdered in his 
cathedral in 1170 and canon- 
ized in 1173, only three years 
before the building of the 
stone bridge began. 

In any event, his work was 
furthered by such iklustrious 
donors as Richard of Dover, 
Archbishop of Canterbury and 
Becket’s .successor; King

SEOUL—Comrade Kim I 
Sung, according to Pyongyang 
pronouncements, is the re- 
spected and beloved leader of 
the 40 million Korean people, 
peerless patriot, national hero, 
ever-victorious iron-willed 
commander and one of the 
outstanding leaders of the 
interna.tional Communist 
movement and ‘the working 
class_movement. 

Premier Kim Il Sung, in a 
less biased, and flowery view, 
is also the generator of the 
current . Korean crisis, the 
undisputed dictator over the 
lives of 14 million North 
Koreans, the last, save per- 
haps East Germany’s Walter 
Ulbricht, of the Stalinists, and 
probably the Communist 
leader least. known to the 
outside world. 


He has also shown himself 
consistent, in all his speeches 
and writing in his objective of 
unifying all of the Korean 


evidence that he has become 
impatient with his lack of 
progress. 

Kim is almost 56 and 
reliably reported in ill health. 
A Korean belief holds that a 
man lives until he is 61 and 
then passes from the scene, 
either through death or retire- 
ment. That gives Kim four 
years to accomplish what he 
considers his destiny. 


Ardent Nationalist 


In common with almost all 
Koreans, Kim in an ardent 
nationalist and pursues his 
course with Korean, rather 
than Russian, Chinese, Viet- 
namese, or anyone else’s 
objectives in mind. In his 
career, Kim has been influ- 
enced by both the Russians 
and Chinese but has retained 


his essentially Korean na-~ 


tionalist outlook. 
Ideologically, Pyongyang 
pronouncements show that 


Kim’s thoughts are closer to 
those of Chinese Communist 
Mao Tse-tung than to those of 
the Russians, except for the 
late Josef Stalin. The Rus- 
sians gave him his start, 
sided with him during the 
Korean war and after, until

the days of former Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev, 

In recent years, that quar- 
rel has been partially patched 
up as the Russians have 
striven to pull North Korea 
toward them in the Sino-Soviet 
dispute. The enticements have 
been renewed military and 
economic aid. 

The North Korean leader 
was born on April 15, 1912, in 
Mangyongdae North Korea, as 
Kim Song Chu, the son of a 
middle class schoolmaster. 
About 1925, he fled with his 
parents to Manchuria to 
escape the oppression of the 
Japanese colonial rule. 

Kim spent the next 14 years 
in Manchuria and China, 
going to school in Kirin, 
joining the Chinese Commu- 
nist party, fighting as a 
guerrilla against the Japanese 
in the Yalu River region. that 


spent a year in prison for 
these activities. 


Major in Red Army 


About 1940, Kim ‘went to the 
Soviet Union and received his 
military and political training 
at the Soviet party school in 
Khabarovsk, in the Russian 
Far East. He entered the Red 
Army, rose to the rank of 
major, and was decorated by 
Stalin for his service. 

Kim returned to Korea in 
1945 with the Russian army of 
occupation, which todk over 
the country north of the 38th 
parallel, About this time, he 
took the name Kim I Sung, 
who is beliéved to have been 
another older and respected 
guerrilla leader in the struggle 
against the Japanese. 

North Korean propaganda 
constantly refers to Kim Il 
Sung’s exploits as if the 
Communist leader and the 
legendary figure were the 
same, but experts here say 
thev are not. 

There were three groups of 
Communists in Korea then— 
those affiliated with the Rus- 
sians, those backed by the 
Chinese, and the “domestic” 
Communists who had. never 
fled the country to join expat- 
riate units. The domestic Com- 
munists were further split into 
North and South Korean fac- 

From 195 to 1950, he 
brought the Soviet and 
Chinese faction into an alli- 
ance to purge the North 
Korean domestic Communists. 


Some were put to death, 
others put into prison, and a 
few fled to China; 

During and after the Korean 
war, Kim used the stalemate 
of the war to get rid of many 
South Korean Communists 
who had come north to join 
him, Many were scapegoats 
for the poor showing in the 
war and, by 1955, Kim had 
eliminated the. most powerful 
of them. E 

In the third phase, Kim 
turned on the Chinese-trained 


Korean Communists. This was’

accuse Kim of fostering a

During June and July of the 
same year, he travelled to the 
Soviet Union, Eastern Europe, 
and Mongolia.: While he was 
away, his opponents continued 
to plot.

Negative Factors 
Hitting Markets

February can be a slack month in the British 
Columbia mining market in the best of years, but 
this year it seems more than usually discouraging. 


Perhaps it is the state of stock markets generally, which ° 


with tight money and international bad news reflect a degree 
of bearishness. 

Although the mining market can behave uncharacteristic- 
ally and: independently of the, senior markets, there is an 
ultimate relationship dictated by the availa~- fais 
bility and price of money and, what is less 
tangible, market mood. 

Opinions vary somewhat within this 
general framework, and investment dealers 
are apt as not to end their remarks with, # 
“T's really very hard to comment at this 9 
time,” or, “Sorry I can’t help....”

One said there is a growing feeling 
abroad which goes something like, “‘let’s get 
out (of the market) until this thing settles ‘ 
down.” Kent 

But there is hopefulness, too. One dealer expects the 
gloom to lift around spring breakup time, which is when the 
remote and far northern mining exploration and development 
ventures begin the mew season. 

Meanwhile, it seems the flow of company progress 
reports on the windup of the winter season has negligible 
effect on the Vancouver market place. 

The trend continues to parallel Toronto and New York 
stock markets. 

Some of the negative factors-cited here include the bad 
news coming from the U.S., such as controls on foreign 
investment to help redress the American balance of 
payments deficit; a feeling of deep concern in Canada as a 
result of the U.S. tightening up; disparaging views of 
Canadian trade and business prospects voiced by some of the 
financial press; a feeling of disenchantment by Americans 
about their foreign war, a suspicion of Viet Cong 
invincibility; greater demand for money than the market can 
supply. ; 

As to the first point, one dealer said these are aimed 
directly at Canada’s oil, gas, pulp and paper, lumber and 
space research industries. Whether they are effective 
remains to be seen.

Direct Sale 
Of TV Gets 
BBB Warning

OTTAWA (CP) — A special 
Senate committee will open 


controversial government bill 
amending the Criminal Code to 
restrict circulation of hate-liter- 
ature, Senator J. Harper Prouse 
(L—Saskatchewan) announced 
today. 

Senator Prouse said the com- 
mittee will first study the 
framework of laws to ban hate- 
literature, then hear from a 
committee of lawyers who stud- 
ied the subject intensively three 
years ago, and receive briefs 
from pdblic bodies on the sub- 
ject. 

Senator Prouse, the commit- 
tee’s chairman, said senators 
will have to come to grips with 

conflict between restrictive 
measures designed to protect 
the right of groups from attack 
on color, race or ethnic. origin, 
and measures to protect free- 
dom of. speech.

Forced Confession 


Intimidation 


Receives $15,000 


CALGARY (CP) — A de- 
partment store employee « who 
wag induced to sigh a confession 
that he stole $300 from the store 
was awarded damages: of more 
than $15,000 in Alberta Supreme 
Court Monday. | 

Derek. McKinnon, 25, was} 
awarded the money in a suit] 
against F. W. Woolworth Co. 
Ltd., store manager Walter 
Clinton Johnson, Commercial 
Fidelity Audit Agency Ltd. and 
two of the latter’s employees. 

Mr. Justice W. J. C. Kirby! 
said Mr. McKinnon had been 
interrogated by Joseph-Matt tf} 
Commercial Fidelity in a pro-} 
ceeding ‘which was utterly 
repugnant to our concept of 
justice.” 

The judge added: 

“Under direct threats of call- 
ing the police, of criminal 
charges being laid, and implied 
threats he would be sent to jail, 
he (McKinnon) was induced ... 
to sign a written confession that 
he had stolen merchandize to 
the value. of $300."" 

Matt and Ronald Jordeson, 
also of Commerical Fidelity, 
were mamed in the suit. Matt 
was charged with extortion 
after the incident and pleaded 
guilty’ last September, He was 
sentence to a year. 

Mr. Justice Kerby said Mr. 
McKinnon was accused of steal- 
ing $6.10 while employed in a 
Woolco store in West Calgary 
and was induced to pay $300 to 
Johnson, who turned over half 
to the surety company. 

JUST NO WAY 

Awarding Mr. McKinnon 
$15,000 in general, exemplary 
and aggravated damages and 
$293.90 special damages, the 
judge said: 

“He has not only suffered 
damages, but he will continue to 
suffer damages. There is no 
way in which he--can- clear 
himself of a suspicion that he 
stole money ... (and) he was 
received no apology ... 

“It would seem to me that a 
company doing business in this 
country from another country, 
and its employees, should be 
aware that under our system of 
law and justice we have a 
presumption that a person is 
innocent of any crime until he 
had been proven guilty in a 
court. of law beyond any 
reasonable doubt.”’

Butterfly 
Survives Freeze

A funny thing happened on the 
way to the freezer the other 
day. 

Mrs. Margaret Walters of 908 
Alexander opened her fridge 
and found a jar she had 
forgotten about. 

In the jar was a butterly her 
children had put into cold 
storage in an experiment last 
September, 

Hardly a novelty, since 
probably every household has 
children who store such things 
away at one stage or another 
.. but this time the butterfy 
Started to move. 

It was sitting with its wings 
tucked straight up over its, body 
when taken out in the warmth 
of ‘the ‘kitchen. And when the 
heat got to it, the wings started 
to flutter lightly. , 

Mrs Walters was. amazed, 
and her children enthralled by 
the’ fact that each time’ they 
took the -butterly. out of the 
fridge it recovered, and started 
to move ‘around, 


EXPERIMENT 

“It was an experiment with 
the kiddies to see if it would 
stay alive ... to see if it would 
hibernate,” Mrs.. Walters. said. 

And hibernate it did, for five 
‘months.’ 

But luck was on the side of 
experiment in this case.

He outlined these as the aims 
of notice of motion he filed this 
morning that on Wednesday he 
will move the standing commit- 
tee on social welfare and educa- 
tion look into the LSD and mari- 
juana problem. 

The committee, under chair- 
man John Tisdalle ‘(SC-Saanich 
and The Islands), will be asked 
to “survey the extent to which 
marijuana, LSD and other lyser- 
gic drugs are available to our 
young people, study the cause 
and effect of such drugs and re- 
port their observations and 
opinions.” 

“THOROUGH” 

A rider to the motion indicates 
that the government wants a 
thorough investigation. 

It adds “that the chairman 
draw to the attention of any wit- 
ness his right to claim the pro- 
tection of the Evidence Act of 
the province and of Canada."’ 

Protection of the Evidence 
Acts would allow witnesses to 
give evidence without fear of 
prosecution in court over their 
own involvement in the events 
described. 

Mr. Peterson told reporters 
the rider is an unsual condition 
in a legislative committee's 
terms of reference and shows 
the government really wants to 
discover the heart of the pro 
blem.

Suddenly it’s Valentines! I have become so used to thinking 
of store displays being far in advance of any actual event that I 
ignored the warning of chocolate displays and banks of red and 
pink cards. In fact, I have become so used to them that I’m 
completely: blind to them as I walk through a store. When I 
looked at the calendar Saturday and discovered that Valentine 
Day was-only four days away, I set Monday aside for- gift 
shopping. 

Valentine gifts are traditionally small in our family but we all 
g0 together to get something special for the two grandmothers. 
They are so good to us during the year that we make this their

This year I found a wonderful display of music boxes. These 
eome in both useful and novelty items at a variety of prices. 
Grandmother Saver is, a cheerful person whose apartment is 
filled with sunshine and flowers. fn the novelty music boxes I 
found a musical bird-cage with flowers and a miniature bird of 
paradise inside. This can either sit on a shelf or hang from the 
ceiling. It is $6.95. 

Other amusing music boxes included a little brown jug that 
can double as a decanter. A hollow in the side shows a loveable 
drunk slung around a lamp post. As the music plays,he spins 
around, This is $7.95. Also at this price is a music box with three 
cheerful nuns playing instruments. As the music plays they spin 
around on the base. This music box has a shut-off switch. 


. My own mother is more -sober’ in her outlook and I had 
difficulty finding a gift that would suit her. At last I settled on a 
jewel-box with a reproduction of a painting in silk on the lid. The 
music that these musical jewel-boxes play is keyed to the 
picture, for example one showed a painting of French night- 
clubbers and played the song from Moulin Rouge. The base of the 
jewel-box is of an ornate gold lattice. A smal] box is $12 while a 
larger one is $18.50. 

Other music, boxes included an elegant brushed stainless steel 
cigarette case. This has a rack to hold a package of cigarettes 
and the music box casing leaves just enough room for a small 
box of matches. This case is $12.50. 


I was interested as well in music-boxes for young children. 
Cased in plastic pastel and decorated with decals of ducklings and 
chicks, |these; music boxes come in two stylings, one for $5.95 the 
other, $6.95. The one I was shown was a delicate pink color. It 
was round with a scalloped back-plate and long ribbons to tie it 
to the wall or crib. When the cord is pulled this music box plays 
an air from Schubert. Other tunes are available. This is a 
charming gift for a_baptism or first birthday.

The Vanier Institute is spon- 
soring a survey of family life 
education activities in Canada. 

Dr. Frederick Elkin of York 
University, who heads up the 
team of researchers, is seeking 
help in getting the names of 
organizations doing work in this 
field. 

Among other things, the sur- 
vey will provide the data needed 
by the Institute to help develop 
methods for the exchange of 
information and experience be- 
tween organizations involved in 
family life education, and to 
foster improved effectiveness of 
programs. 

Dr. Elkin believes family life 
education is needed for each 
generation. He says: “The 
family is not static. Many of the 
problems families experience 
are never-ending. Each new 
generation must experience 
these problems anew, be they of 
establishing close emotional 
relationships, choosing spduses, 
raising children or handling 
unexpected frustrations and 
crises. Since each generation 
experiences these problems 
anew, family life education will 
always have its place.”

Food Handouts Are No Solution 
To Hunger Problem Says Speaker 


Michael G. Doyle, Victoria 
diocesan co-ordinator of the 
Canadian Catholic Organization) 
for Development and Peace, 
stressed that food handouts are 
not a solution to the hunger 
problems of the world when he 
spoke at the quarterly meeting 
of the Victoria Diocesan ‘Coun- 
cil, Catholic Women’s League, 
held in St.Peter's Church hall 
in Nanaimo. 

He continued: “Neither are 
relief activities or makeshift 
devices, we must show and help 
our less. fortunate brothers 
how to produce the food of 
tomorrow ..., we must instill 
into .our nation, and into the 
world, a sense of responsibi- 
lity.” ‘ 

The speaker said that hunger 
was a recognized cause of war, 
revolutions and social up- 
heavals. He also felt that 
huftian waste resulting from 
hunger was greater than that 
caused. by wars and epidemics. 

Giving statistics, Mr. Doyle 
reported that, of the 3.3 billion 
peonle in the world today, 2.32) 
billion live in the developing) 
countries, plagued by malnutri- 
tion, disease and illiteracy.

Tne speaker said it was the| 
duty of everyone to know the 
magnitude of the world's im- 
mense needs. He added, ‘‘Sta- 
tistics show that the unused soil 
resources of the world are more 
extensive than those under 
cultivation, and, paradoxically, 
most of the fallow lands are in 
the less developed countries.” 

He told the meeting that the

his work without worry. or 
interruption. From 1938 on, 
Douglas Duncan held yearly 
exhibits of Milne’s paintings 
and they became a dominant 
part of Duncan Picture Loan 
Society in Toronto. 

In the period from 1940-52 
Milne lived outside Toronto at 
Uxbridge and he spent his 
summers mostly in the Hali- 
‘burton: district. This became 
one of thé richest natural 
sources for his art work. In 
1952 near the end of his 
career, Milne was one of four 
Canadian painters represented 
at the world renowned Vience 
Biennale. He become too ill to 
work in November 1952 and 
died in Toronto in December 
the day after Christmas 1953. 


LIMITED ONE 


Milnme’s was a special pri- 
vate vision that increasingly 
seems certain to be one of the 
most important statements in 
the whole history of Canadian 
Art. He possessed an almost 
X-ray vision of the world and 
in the brief intense moments 
of creation and insight he 
managed to capture in a few 
quick and sparse strokes. a 
whole landscape. This would 
elude a lesser artist working 
at ten times the size of 
Milne’s small pictures. 

Milne’s genius was a limited 
one. He was not all things to 
all men. He disdained any 


social comment or protest,- 


violence or sex. He was 
morally neutral even to 
battlefields.

3 There has been plenty of coal 
oil im the’ ground since time 
began. It is present both in 
sooty black coal and in the rich 
material we call rock oil or 
petroleum, Although petroleum 
deposits near the surface of the 
ground have been used in crude 
form for ages, mankind could 
not take full advantage of the 
rich substance until he learned 
how to take it apart. The tricky 
job of separating the assorted 
substances in petroleum is done 
by a process called fractioning.

is coal oil—also known as 
_ kerosene. 

Coals and petroleums are 
complex mixtures of hydro- 
carbon chemicals. They are 
believed to be the residues of 
ancient plant and animal life 
which have been processing in 
the ground through many mil- 
lions of years. In the year 1854,| 
a Canadian geologist named Dr. 
Abraham Gesner identified and 
isolated a fine new lighting fuel 
from coal. His first extracts 
were waxy materials and he 
borrowed an old Greek word for 
wax to mame his discovery 
kerosene. Later, Dr. Gesner and 
other experimenters found 
easier ways to take larger 
amounts of kerosene from 
petroleum. 

Farmers in faraway places 
still use kerosene to light their 
lamps, run their cooking stoves, 
tractors and other equipment. 
Many villages use kerosene to 
run generators to-charge elec-! 
tric storage batteries. Large 
quantities of kerosene are used 
in cleaning fluids and-in various 
mixtures for killing weeds and 
bugs. Every year, we use 
millions of barrels of kerosene. 
And all this kerosene is taken 
from petroleum by means of the 
fractioning process. 


Products Refined 


The petroleum that comes 
from the ground is a tacky 
mixture of hydrocarbon chemi- 
cals called crude oil. Some of 
the hydrocarbons are light and 
volatile, eager to evaporate and 
mingle with other gases in the 
air.

Which is the world's 
biggest volcano? 

The roots of a volcano reach 
miles, often many miles below 
the ground. We cannot measure 
how deep they go or how wide 
they spread. But we. can 
measure ihe height of a volcano 
as we measure the height of a 
mountain. In fact, some of our 
tallest mountains are volcanoes 
with a fiery past. But their 
violent history is over and they 
will never again erupt with a 
flaming fire. We want an active 
volcano—and the world’s tallest 
active voleano is found in 
Ecuador. It is steamy Cotopaxi, 
19,344 feet hight, and it erupted 
as recently as 1942. 

Many volcanoes stand on the 
land_and we can measure their 
height above the level of the 
sea. But the islands of Hawaii 
are really volcanoes that stand 
on the floor of the sea. The 
ocean floor is almost four miles 
below the dry land. The smoul- 
dering crest of Hawaii's Mauna 
Loa reaches another 13,600 feet|

WASHINGTON (AP)— 
The United States is rush- 
ing about 10,500 additional 
army and marine ground 
combat troops to South 
Vietnam “for insurance 
purposes”, the defence de- 
partment announced today. 


Assistant Defence Secretary 
Phil G. Goulding told reporters : 

“In compliance with Gen. Wil- 
Jiam C. Westmoreland’s request 
we are deploying approximately 
10,500 additional troops to South 
Vietnam.” : 

Asked what the phrase ‘‘insur- 
ance purposes” referred to, 
Goulding said, ‘‘the enemy that 
he faces,"" meaning North Viet- 
mamese and Viet Cong troops 
confronting the U.S. command 
around the marine stronghold of 
Khe Sanh in northwest South 
Vietnam and all across the 
country, racked by a _ recent 
Viet Cong offensive against cit- 
les. 
He said the deployment does 
hot necessarily mean that the 
United States is increasing the 
present authorized U.S. strength 
of 525,000 men. 


AWAITS EVALUATION 

He indicated that a decision 
on whether to increase the ceil- 
ing awaits a “‘full evaluation” of 
recent events in Vietnam.
